NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 9A 36 RCW
to read as foll ows:

A person is guilty of the crinme of failing to summon assi stance if:

(1) He or she was present when a crinme was commtted against
anot her person; and

(2) He or she knows that the other person has suffered substanti al
bodily harmas a result of the crinme conmtted agai nst the other person
and that the other person is in need of assistance; and

(3) He or she could reasonably sumobn assi stance for the person in
need wi thout danger to hinself or herself and without interference with
an inportant duty owed to a third party; and

(4) He or she fails to sumon assistance for the person in need,
and

(5) Anot her person is not sunmoning or has not sunmobned assi stance
for the person in need of such assistance.

A violation of section 1 of this act is a m sdeneanor.
